for n time dashed on the rock and steel
of Belgian forte, I saw something which
affected mo rfar more than any of Lhe
sorrows of war I have yeot encountered,

It was n good sized bnsketful of melal
tngs, under careful guard at milithry
headquarters,

“They nre all that ls left of "unsere

braven junge' (our Lyave boys) who fell
in and around Lilege—=thelr wentification
murk,” sald the oMeer,

I asked permission to exnmine one, It
was a small tin tag with two holes for
the string or ribbon. A large number
was satamped on It, and, below, the nums-
ber of the regimoent.

This little metal tng then that I held
in my hand represented o human 1fe.
It was the “remains’—all thut was left
of that life—of that husband, father or
brother. It was the monumoent and at
the same time the metallle tag and nuin-
ber of & human lfe In the Indexed cuta-

logue of an army of human lives. Just
n metal tag with a number!
This afternoon 1 saw the ‘“‘rest” of

thiat tug wnd many others like
the place where that “rest’” or remalnder
of that tag wuae, Hetweon the forts Har-
chou and Evegnes It was In the trenchos
where the Belglans recelved the Gormana
with o murderous fire when they stormed
those two forts—the frst thut fell—there

by geting nn entrance into the city. It
wus here that thege men went down
Ilke grasa before the seythe.

Hete I8 where the metal tags were
#¥athered. Each man and officer wears ona

nround hls neck. That of the private s
usually a tug Wwith a number correspond-

Ing with the number opposite hig name
on his company and regimental rolls.
Many also have the number of the regl-
menit on the tag. The tags of the officers
usually are of aluminum and besides the
number have the name and rank, some-
times also the home addross,

After the battle, when the Germans find
thelr dead, the collar on cach shirt Is
apened, the string ocut and the tag tuken
and sent to headguurters for ldentiiicn-
tion, At Lioge, probably for the first
time In German wors, death obliterated
distinetion In rank. For the first time,
#0 far ns 1 can learn, German oflicers
and common soldlers were buried in the
sume trench,

A noncommiesloned officer who com-
munded n burinl at Llege told me there
Wi not time to tnke much palns In
burying, The fallen of the enctiv are
not buried in the aame troenches, but are
plaerd  together in n soparate trench.
Even In death there shall be o brother-
honod bBetween those who fought and took
cinch other's lives,

One of the features of the German shile

of A battletleld in this war ix the thor-
ough manner In which the Germans
“clean up' the feld aftor n battle. 1t
I8 not only the nntural sonse of “orderli-
ness.” which Is g0 charncterlstic of the
German charnctor, but there s method
and purpofe, That is. the hattleficld shall

reveal no taler. Tt shall glve nothing
from which a conclusion ean be drawn
A8 to lomases or any other Infoarmation.

There Iz little trace of graves from the
Rlze of which copelualon might be drawn
as to the numher burled. Tn sharp con-
trast to this nre the seotlons of the hat-
tleflelda aver whieh the Prench fought.

At the lnst analvsla It Ia the''metnl tag'
with o number, the symbol of & human
He—af n smul fent out in earnnce. 1t rep-
resents the “nahes’ of the hnattlefeld,
I& the reverse slde of the glory mednl of
war.

Muaterlals of Industry and
food of the prople are entering the couns
try dally In viast quantities, At commers
cinl prices, We are moving Bcores of
thousanda of men across all the oceans
of the world, Our submarines are blocks
mding the very throat of the Elbe,

A correspondent nsked what Impregsian
was mnde in England and on the British
Government by the Italian declaration ot
neutrality,  Mr. Churchill answered;

“We alwave thought it was impossible
for Italy to Nght with Austria or (o
fight ngalnst England, and In nll our
Admirnity areangements for the Mediter-
ranenn, slnee 1 have been here, wa have
alwihys noted on the certninty that Italy
would be noutral, and measured our own
naval force only against Austtln.’

THE COLLAPSE OF AUSTRIA.

Of the Adrlatic situntion after the war
he sald:

“The grest changes that will eome will
result from the collapse of Austria on
land, The grentest reature yet appuaresnt
In the course of the war Is the collapse
of Austreln ws a military factor., ‘That
callapse appears o be irteparable, and
that Is a tremendous event In the history
of the world,

"“Italy would have nothing to apprehend,
navally, from a vietory of Englind and
France. She would always be strong
enough to deal with Austrin on the sea,
unless, of course, a victorlons Germany
enme to the ald of Austrin, If Germuany
succeevded In the war, and English powep
woere broken, Germany could, of course,
send as many #hips as #he Hked to join
